RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 
As set forth the Office Action mailed November 26, 2008, the Examiner asserts that the 
claims include the following distinct species which "lack unity of invention": 
Species I - Figure 1-3 (claims 11-16) and 19, and 
Species II - Figure 4-5 (claim 18). 



The Examiner has also indicated that claim 18 is generic which appears inconsistent with 
the indication of the Species. 

Applicant elects species I with traverse. Applicant respectfully submits that both the 
open-cooled blade and the combustion chamber have the same inventive concept regardless of 
being applied to a different device. Applicant urges the Examiner to carefully reconsider the 
patentable distinctness determinations made as set forth in MPEP 806.04(h) and 808.01(a) in 
regards to the impact on prior art references in future divisional applications.
